When one looks through this catalog, the question will arise to those that did not know Peter — this is a one 
owner sale? Weapons, African art, Pre-Columbian pottery, Greek and Roman antiquities, Old Master paint- 
ings, American and European glass, books, American — English and European furniture, American folk art 
and paintings, 19th and 20th century paintings, American Indian art, Tang and Han pottery and porcelain, 
coins, and although not represented in this sale, Peter was a major collector of vintage cars. These areas of 
specialization are a testament to the genius of this man. He always referred to himself as a peddler. And 
peddle he did. His list of clients is the basis for the list of great dealers and collectors of the past centu- 

ry. He truly was one of the five great dealers of the past century dealing in Americana of the best quality. 
But unlike his fellow dealers, at his gallery in London, he had a reputation of the first order in England and 
Europe dealing in weapons, armor, and Old Master paintings along with English and European furniture. 
There, he participated in the best art fairs including Maastricht. 


Of his many interests, | truly think the two areas that were his favorite were American folk art paintings and 
Old Master pictures. He, and the late Jerry Kornblau of New York, were instrumental in building the Amer- 
ican folk painting market. This was done by numerous exhibitions at museums and galleries along with 
scholarly publications, all of which created an awareness and appreciation for one of the great art forms. 
Usually with folk paintings, (including the great pictures at Christie's in January) if one reads back in the 
provenance, he is listed. For one of his dearest friends, Peter built a collection of one hundred of the finest 
Old Master paintings which were to be donated to Yale University. 


Peter was born into an artistic family in Buffalo, N.Y. and at the age of twelve started collecting and dealing. 
While on one buying trip into Pennsylvania, he knocked on the front door of “Old Joe” Kindig’s shop. Mr. 
Kindig, usually not fond of younger people, let him in. Within a short period of time, he realized what an 
extraordinary young man Peter was. That association lasted throughout Mr. Kindig’s life and was carried 
forward by Joe the Ill. 


After college he opened a shop in Buffalo but soon moved to New England, closer to the heart of the trade. 
In addition to his shop in London, he had galleries in Sun Valley, Idaho, New York, Sanibel Island, Florida, 
Litchfield and Torrington, Connecticut. The shop in Torrington was a grand early twentieth century bank 
building with three floors which were filled with art from around the world and some of the rarest cars 
known. 


As the above story attests, Peter had boundless energy and a penchant for the hunt. He had a wonderful 
appreciation for things of beauty and the history behind them. Whenever possible, he gladly shared his 
knowledge and enthusiasm. In another piece | wrote about Peter, | described him as an individual like a 
pitch man at a carnival — drawing those around him into his world — and when they left him, they were (my- 
self included) better off for the experience. 


One classic story which describes the adventures of Peter takes place in Scotland and New York. He and 

his dear friend, Charles Sterling, were salmon fishing at a friend’s summer home in Scotland. Across the 
river was a castle owned by a Scottish Baron, who, on one occasion invited them over for dinner. Upon 
walking into a massive entrance hall was a 7 ft. by 14 ft. painting by Alfred Jacob Miller of the host's great, 
great-grandfather, dressed in buckskin surrounded by Native American. The gentleman had an interest in 
the American West, sailed to New York, and hired Miller to record the events in oil. Of course, Peter was 
interested in buying the picture and expressed that, should it ever become available. Although not at that 
time, but later, Peter was able to purchase the painting. He exhibited the painting at The Winter Show in 
New York, where it took up more than half of the back wall. He sold it twice to see it returned as the owners 
were not able to get it in their homes. At the end of the show a gentleman came in and wanted the picture. 
Having suffered two defeats, Peter warned him of the size issue. His response was “Not to worry, | will build 
a room on my house to accommodate the painting.” 


The wide ranging and diverse collection in this catalog is a testament to Peter and his great eye. For those 
of us that were touched by Peter in life, we are all the better for it. The time of his stewardship of these ob- 
jects has come to an end, but this assemblage will live on in these pages for future generations for learning 
and discovery.

It is tempting to simply view this composition as a busy port scene but it is crowded with commentary on various 
social ills, perhaps even allegorical depictions of the seven deadly sins. This subject was often addressed in art with 
perhaps the most famous being Hieronymus Bosch. These are defined as “Pride”, “Envy”, “Gluttony”, “Lust”, “Anger”, 
"Greed", and “Sloth.” This composition explodes with activity where pride is seen in the various wealthily dressed and 
the central falconer. Envy is represented by the slave looking at the cobbler’s shoes, either desiring his freedom or the 
shoes he wears. Gluttony is a flanking theme with a scene of revelry to the left, and the abundant fruit stand to the 
right. Lust is comically seen with the central equestrian group, including the white horse and other figures in various 
portions of the canvas. Anger is represented by the person standing, elevated, and gesturing to a crowd with obvious 
persuasive intent. Greed is represented by the alchemist and any number of thieves including a pickpocket taking 
advantage of a distracted gambler. Lastly, Sloth is represented in the sleeping male behind the slave and perhaps a 
couple of the gamblers, as it typically represented the avoidance of physical and spiritual work.

Born in rural Georgia, raised in a community tied to the cotton 
fields, Winfred Rembert survived a childhood of poverty in 

the segregated South of the 1940s. He would go on to be a 
nationally recognized artist, and his biography - Chasing Me 
to My Grave: An Artist's Memoir of the Jim Crow South - was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize in 2022. 


It was not a well paved path. In 1966, after a demonstration in 
Americus, Georgia, Rembert was arrested and put in jail without 
being charged. A year later, he escaped but was caught and 
hung up by a group of deputy sheriffs. They stuck him with a 
knife but did not kill and burn him as he had anticipated. He 
spent the next seven years in a chain gang. Remarkably, he met 
his wife while building roads and bridges in rural Georgia as 
part of his prison sentence. While in prison, a man named TJ 
taught him how to carve wallets out of leather, a skill that he 
would use decades later in his embossed leather paintings. 


After his release, Rembert and Patsy married and they moved to 
New York, then Connecticut, where he worked a variety of jobs. 
Not until in his 50s after a second round in prison, did he begin 
to draw and paint the scenes of his youth, carving the stories 
into tactile leather canvases. 


In 2000, Rembert had a well publicized show at the Yale 
University Art Gallery. In 2002, he was introduced to Peter Tillou 
after speaking about his artwork at a school in Waterbury, 
Connecticut. A short time later they agreed to a working 
relationship that included numerous exhibitions and his 2010 
“coming out” show at Adelson Galleries in New York. Their 
relationship continued until Rembert’s death in 2021.

Frédéric Spitzer (1815-1890) was an art collector and dealer 
who rose to fame during the second half of the 19th century 
for amassing a private collection of Medieval and Renaissance 
art and antiquities so numerous it was once referred to as “the 
eighth wonder of the world.”
